If the dearhines are met, 
Ihe property in the perimeter 
area or boaindry will be 
frozen at the 1973 tax as¬ 
sessment point, any new de- 
velonment and any increase 
in assessed valuation will be 
multiplied by the tax rate 
lor that year and that 
money will be forthcoming 
to the CHA revolving fund 
to pay for their expenses, in¬ 
cluding band issues and in¬ 
terest. 

At the present time we 
have no idea what this will 
mean in dollars and cents, 
hut we hazard a good guess.

There will de¬ 
finitely be increases. Further 
this is the year for full re¬ 
assessment of the city of 
Sierra Madre, it is the five 
year plan of rea.ssessment, 
and .since other communities 
are experiencing about a 
five to seven per cent in¬ 
crease, this will be added to 
the possibilities of the (7RA 
when they meet the deadline 
of approximately August 21. 
The tax rate at the present 
-• time is in the vicinity of 
_ .$14.50 per $1(X) valuation 

and with increases’ is ex- 
* pocted to reach around $15 
for the coming year. 

I I am sure that it is fair- 
! Iv .safe to .say That the in- 
! crea.so in valuation with the 
condominiums taken into 
consideration will be about 
$5 million. If so, multiply 
this by $15 to come up witli 
$75,(XK) when collected to go 
into the CRA revolving fund. 
The first time this money ' 
will be paid, afte.r collection

The above menti o n e d 
funds, purely a guess, plu.s

The woman’.s 
ciub former location and the 
vacant lot to the west had 
beer, presented as one of the 
site.s. Never to our know¬ 
ledge has Linda Vi.sta Park 
in Pasadena been men¬ 
tioned, or has Sierra Vista 
Park been mentioned as a 
po.ssible site. 

To our knowledge only 
three possible sites have 
been suggested by the citi¬ 
zens committee. 1. The pre¬ 
sent site. 2. Th.e corner of 
Baldwin and Montecito for 
Fire, and 3. The area wo.st 
of Memori.al Park, men¬ 
tioned above. 

As to providing parking 
from the vacant lot owned 
by General Telephone Com¬ 
pany, this has never been 
discussed by the City Coun¬ 
cil nor the CRA board. This 
area is practically “land¬ 
locked” when one considers 
the fire station having been 
built. The only access is 
through a small alley from 
(he Ice House, I can find 
no place in the law which 
states that the CRA can 
"lease” property and give it 
to another, arid this would 
be the procedures. It would 
bo leasing from General 
lelephone and giving it to 
(he Public Parking District 
owned by various merchants 
in lieu of land they already 
own. 

The CRA can buy, it can 
trade ,it can barter or it can 
receive as a gift and give 
Ine gift away. Most of its 
actions .are based on a ten 
year limitation for any one 
project. Of if it is agreed 
upon by the Public Parking _ 


District the property at Bald¬ 
win and Montecito can be 
traded for other property 
owned by the city and given 
to CR.A,, or {xirchascd by 
CRA and in turn can bo 
traded to the Parking Dis¬ 
trict. This i.s a problem for 
CRA to work out and r 
good one because of avail¬ 
able areas.

(he Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Law for some two 
years, has a copy at his 
right arm at all limes. He is 
certain to quote accurately 
from the law and he attends 
all CR.A meetings and fully 
understands the purpose, the 
aims and the desires of the 
Agency.
